Parliament, from the ſaid firſt day of March next, to the ſixth day of April 
thereaftery hereby requiring all Members of Our Parliament to give Attendance 
at Edinburgh on that day, in the accuſtomed manner, and under the Certifications 
contained in the ſeveral Ads of Parliament, OUR WILL IS HEREFORE, 
and We Charge you (triftly, and Command, that incontinent theſe Our Letters 
' ſeen, ye paſs. tothe Mercat-Croſs of Edinburgh, and the Mercat-Croſles of the 
chole Head-burghs of the ſeveral Shires of this Kingdom, and there in Our 
Name and Authority, by open Proclamation, make Publication of the faid Ad- 
journment,of Our ſaid current Parliament of this Our Antient Kingdom, from the 
faid firſtdayof March,to the ſaid fixthday of April both next to come.
